"I don't know why I didn't cry to 


my brother-in-law or sister. If I had 
cried out they would have come to mv 
assistance. It occurred in my home* 
My husband was in the west. Yes, I 
had his address. I could have reached 
him by letter or telegraph within two 
days.

"Of the many changes which have bj;n 


gradually taking place during- the List 
few- years in the departments the ques- 
tion of time and overtime is one of the 
most important,*" said an old government 
clerk. 


"Old 
residents will recall when clerks 


were permitted to go out during office 
hours and return, and no account was 
taken of it- Also if a clerk was occasion- 
ally a few minutes late it was overlooked. 
Tiiis condition helped to fix 5n the public 
mind the impression that a clerk's berth 
is a soft one. and this impression con- 
tinues to hold good today. 


"But times have changed. Xow. if a 


clerk is even one minute late it is charged 
against him, and in some of the depart- 
ments he is obliged to make a personal 
explanation to the chief of his bureau, 
wbile several of the departments nave 
even more stringent rules, compelling a 
cicrk to lose half a day if be is a certain 
number of minntes late. This is all right in 
the main, as some clerks are as habitually 
tardy, or would be if permitted, as others 
are habitnally punctual. If a clerk be 
late, it is his misfortune, and he should 
suffer, but it illustrates the tightening of 
the regulations. 


"Xow, 
for the other side, as it is a pooa 


rule that won't work both ways. If s. 
clerk is required to be on time to the sec- 
ond, as he is. he should be permitted to 
leave the office on the second at 4 o'clock, 
which 13 not always the case. A division 
chief in the morning will eat a clerk's 
head off for being late and in tbe after- 
noon, with indifferent complacency, give 
him to know that he bas been given or 
already has work which to keep np his 
desk necessitates his working like a nailer 
all day and remaining after 4 o'clock sev- 
eral days in the week. The chief will in 
some cases go so far as to intimate that 
the clerk may work after honrs and will 
say. 1 am obliged to do so rcyself." or by 
similar insinuation play noon the clerk's 
fear of losing his place or upon his good 
nature and willingness, as tbe case may 
be. He raises no objection to the clerk's 
staying until G if he pleases, forgetful 
that the clerk's obligation to work by 
statute, rule and practice terminates at 4 
o'clock in the absence of a general order 
to the contrary, which the chief of the 
division has no power to make, and if the 
work is so heavy that it can't be kept cp 
it is the chiefs business to provide a i 


means of defense. 


Two moves were made by officials 


of the American Sheet Steel company* 
toward the breaking of the strike. One 
was the skipping of some of the non- 
union men that have been employed 
in the Vandergrift mills of the com- 
pany to Wellsville to assist in the 
starting of the plant there.

This plant was taken into the com- 
bine burdened with objectionable con- 
tracts made by the former owners, 
and has remained idle since the Amer- 
ican Sheet Steel company took hold of 
the property. 
The long idleness of 


this mill caused most of the mea for- 
merly employed there to leave Hyde 
Park for other places, and the com- 
pany believes there would be less dif- 
ficulty in starting this plant than 
•where the Amalgamated Association 
has control. 


At the Amalgamated headquarters, 


the two leading officials of the asso- 
ciation were absent during the greater 
part of Wednesday, it was stated that 
President Shaffer was away on per- 
sonal business and had nothing in 
hand concerning the strike. The ab- 
sence of Secretory John Williams was 
also accounted for in the same man- 
ner. The conference held 
Tuesday 


night which kept President Shaffer and 
Secretary Williams out until morning 
remains as mysterious as 
before. 


Neither of these officials would give 
out any idea of what had taken place 
aside from stating positively that they 
had not mei any of the officials of the 
United States steel corporation.

ciently known in Germany to protect 
him against entirely groundless re- 
proaches, which originate in petty 
partisan agitation." 


Porto Rico Sugar at the Gate. 


New York, July 25.—A tugboat,

fell in with the barkentine Man- 
nie Svan from San Juan, Porto Rico, 
with about 1.200 tons of sugar on 
board. The tug hailed the Swan, 
which declined to be towed into port 
Captain Higgins explained that he 
will stand "off and on" this port until 
Friday, when he will enter with his 
vessel. He said that in remaining 
outside he would save the consignees 
of his cargo many thousands of dol- 
lars, because President McKinley's 
proclamation declaring the establish- 
ment of civil goverment In the terri- 
tory of Porto Rico goes into effect to- 
day, and this manifesto will institute 
free trade between the Island and the 
United States.

Sir Claade M. MacDonald. for- 
mer British minister at Peking and 
now at Tokyo, is appointed a knight 
commander of the bath, with the rank 
of colonel in the reserves, and Sir Al- 
fred Gaselee, who commanded the 
British expeditionary corps, is ap- 
pointed a knight grand commander in 
the Indian empire with the rank of 
major general.
